W a s h in g to n , Feb. 16.—At a meeting of 
the Ways and Means Committee this morn 
ing the McMillan tariff bill was finally consid­ 
ered and ordered to be repotted to the Ifduse.

When this was 
disposed of. the Committee, with a view to 
having a bill at hand to meet immediate 
emergencies in the matter of excessive rev­ 
enue, authorized a favorable report. 
Favorable report upon an original bill pre­ 
pared by Representative Breekenridge, of 
Kentucky, which proposes to put tin plate 
and wool on the free list and to reduce the in­ 
ternal revenue as proposed in the Mills bill 
[which In its revenue sections is identical 
with the Cowles bill]. 
The bill also includes 
the woolen and worsted cloth sections of the 
Mills bill. 
This mensure, it is estimated, 
would reduce the revenues about $4O,OOO,OQ0. 
It is generally believed that this measure will 
be the main recourse of the Ways and Means 
Democrats in the approaching conflict with 
the Appropriations Committee.

pieces last fall by venturing upon tbe experi­ 
ment of an honest campaign. It came out 
bravely and took its true position as a free 
trade party. It attacked business and indus­ 
trial establishments as tbe foes of the work­ 
ingmen, and demanded their extermination 
on the silly charge that they were monopo­ 
lies. It sent orators from the South on speech 
making tours through the Northern states to 
show that Southern ideas dominat'd the 
party, and compelled Northern statesmen like 
Randall, Sowden and Eaton to keep silent. 
The people were in this way thoroughly mi- 
vised of the principles and purposes of the 
party. It was a valuable educational cam­ 
paign to them, and they remembered its les­ 
sons when they went to the polls. 
The result convinced the Democratic party 
of the folly of honesty, and it has fallen back 
upon its old tactics. The assassination of 
Clayton and Wahl in Arkansas, the violence 
against men who are’seeking the truth in re­ 
gard to election methods in Florida, the 
awarding to Elliott by the Democrats in the

The vote for Congress in the South is grow­ 
ing larger. Georgia cast 135,478 votes at the 
last election,or an average of 13,548 per mem­ 
ber. In 1886 the vote was only 27,553. Missis 
sippi cast 115,217, an average of 16.460 per 
member. In 1886 it cast only 40,318. South 
Carolina cast 76,020, an average of 10,860 
per member. In 1886 it cast only 34,315. 
The total vote of these three states at the last 
election was 326,715, and they secured 24 
members of Congress, every one a Democrat. 
These Representatives cost an average of 13, 
660 votes apiece.

The Republicans in the House, assisted by 
a few Democrats, continued the riddling of 
the Springer Omnibus bill for the admission 
of the territories yesterday. The motion to 
table the motion to recousider the vote by 
which the proposition to admit South Dakota 
under the Sioux Falls convention was adopt 
ed on Thursday, was carried, 144 to 109, 
fourteen Democrats voting with the Repub­ 
licans. Tbe remaining proposition, that 
North Dakota, Montana and Washington 
shall be admitted upon tbe proclamation of 
the President after framing and adopting 
constitutions republican in form, was adopt­ 
ed without division. Breckinridge of Ken 
tucky made an effort to difeut the clause of 
the original resolution, to instruct the con­ 
ferees, and demanded the yeas and nays on 
the motion to adopt it. It was carried, 149 
to 101. The result of the voting on the sub­ 
ject during the two days is the following 
series of instructions to the House members 
of the Committee of Conference : 
First, to exclude the territory of New Mexico 
from the bill; second, to amend the bill so as to pro­ 
vide for the admission of South Dakota by proc­ 
lamation of the President under the Sioux Falls 
constitution, to lie re submitted to the people of 
South Dakota with provision for a new election of 
state and federal officers and without a new vote on 
the question of division; third, that the proposed 
states of North Dakota, Montana and Washington 
shall be admitted on the same basis, either all by 
proclamation of the President or all by formal acts 
of admissiou. 
It is believed that the Omnibus bill will be 
modified to meet these conditions, that the 
Senate will pass it and the President sign it. 
The Democrats who voted with the Republi-* 
cans were Cox and Bliss of New York, An­ 
derson of Iowa, Biggs and Thompson of Cal­ 
ifornia, Chipman, Ford and Tarsney of 
Michigan, Dargan of South Carolina, Mac­ 
Donald of Minnesota, Morse and Russell of 
Massachusetts, Vance of Connecticut, and 
Yoder of Ohio. Mr. Randall joined with 
Carlisle, Mills, Springer, Holman, Crisp, 
Bland,Blanchard,Blount,McCreary and other 
Bourbon leaders in opposition to the resolu­ 
tions of instruction.

Mr. Windom resides 
and does business in New York, but votes in 
Minnesota.

Mr. Hunt is 
dead, Mr. Kirkwood retired by old age, Mr. 
James is enjoying a much more lucrative 
position, and Mr. MacVeagh is out of poli­ 
tics. Indeed, if Gen. Harri.sow.were disposed 
to patch up a Cabinet out of both Garfield’s 
and Arthur’s he coull find only five men 
available, as there remain only Chandler and 
Teller of the latter, the others being all dead. 
There still remains, however, the original 
Cabinet of Hayes intact, from which if he 
were to draft Sherman or Evarts or Goff he 
would make no mistake. There is no poverty 
of Cabinet material for the new President to 
select from. 


Frightened by the idea of annexation, the 
Dominion government intends, it is said, to 
attempt to arouse thu Ipyalty of the Canadian 
people by bringing over a member of the 
royal family next summer. These displays 
of regal show have been occasionally used in 
India to impress the Oriental* mind with an 
idea of Imperial power, but they are not 
likely to produce much effect upou the lmrd- 
headed and deep-thinking Canadians.—Phil­ 
adelphia Record.

A temDerance man, he never touches liquor 
of any kind, not even beer. 
Tolerant as 
to others, rigid for himself, he preaches by 
e x a m p le only. 
His staff has full liberty to 
use moderately the liquors he refused him ­ 
self. 
As punctual in his religious habits as 
he was sincere in his belief, he has Protes­ 
tant religious services regularly on Sunday 
at 
his 
headquarters.

did 
not 
affect 
his 
discipline. 
When 
he 
personally 
intervenes in a 
punish­ 
ment he seldom fails to accompany it with 
a reprimand, the teDor and tone of which re­ 
called to the culprit the scoldings he had re­ 
ceived from his mother in his childhood.

The ice on the Hudson River gained in 
thickness last niglit, and is said to have not, 
suffered from the rather tffllrt temperature of 
to-day. 
An army of 8,000 men and hoys and 
about 3,000 horses are now actively employed 
between this City and Troy in gathering into 
the houses the crystal cakes. 
AMONG THE ICE MEN. 
Twenty car loads of ice reached Rondout 
last night from South Gilboa via the Ulster & 
Delaware Railroad. 
The brewery ice house of George Hauek, 
“ On the Hill,” Rondout, is being filled with 
11-inch ice, that is cut in Shufeldt’s Pond. 
The work of filling the Brewers’ Ice Com­ 
pany’s house at Eadyville was begun this 
m orning by a large force of men and horses. 
The Knickerbocker Ice Company’s house 
near the YVest Shore Railroad bridge is being 
filled with 10-ineh ice taken from the Ron­ 
dout Creek. 
There is seveu inches of olear-water ire 
the Rondout Creek near the old "Powder 
House,” a point opposite the "Island Dock” 
of the Delaware & Hudson Canal Company. 
This forenoon Captain Wells, of the ferry- 
bont Transport, measured the ice on the 
Hudson River at Rhinebeck, and found it to 
Ik* between seven and eight inches. 
On the 
Rondout side of the River,the Captain stated, 
the ice was not quite so thick. 
The correspondent o f T h e F r e e m a n at 
Marlborough writes: "T he Knickerltoeker 
Ice Company is paying about $1,000 a day 
hero. 
Eighty teams are hauling ice from 
Patcben’s pond to the houses along the Hud­ 
son River front. The ice now being harvested 
is about 14 inches in thickness.” 
There is a cheery ring in the voices of the 
men of this City w ln^vork on the ice here­ 
about as they leave their homes mornings for 
the scene of labor and when returning home 
at night. 
At about 5 o’clock,this morning, a 
wagon load of men and Itoys, who are en­ 
gaged on the ice a long distance away, passed 
through Pierpont-street, Ilondout, shouting 
and singing as merrily as if thev had started 
out on an excusión.

CHURCHES AND SCHOOL HOUSES. 
In opeuiug the speaker said: " The most 
prominent objects or buildings in your City, 
at least as seen from a distance, are churches 
and school houses, and this can also be said 
of most cities of 
the United States, as 
$100,000,000 arc 
annually 
paid 
in this 
country to sustain churches and another 
$100,000,000 
to 
support public schools. 
This is done to elevate human 
character 
and to place man on a higher plane of moral 
excellence; hut Plato said that to educate tbe 
m ind and not the body was to make man a 
cripple. 
W hat we need first is bodily educa­ 
tion that we may grow strong. 
When only 
the ixxly is educated men earn from 75 cent's 
to $2 per day, but when mind and body are 
both educated, some men earn from $100 to 
$250 per day with the skill of hands and 
brains combined.” 
BRAINS VS. MC8CLE. 
"A n occulist will earn $100 in half a minute 
in removing a cataract from an eye. 
lie, of 
course, is paid for the ‘know how,’ as is^rlso 
the prominent lawyer who receives $250 per 
da}7. 
There are many people, you will say, 
who receive all the exorcise they need at their 
usual vocations. 
This is not wholly true. 
The farmer gets much exercise for certain 
muscles, and his occupation builds up greatly 
the vital organs, but even he can take certain 
exercise that will be of incalculable benefit.” 
WHAT WILL MAKE A PERSON STRONG. 
"N ow , the question is what will make a 
person strong and agile. 
The gymasium ? 
Yes, but not as ordinarily conducted. 
The 
public gymnasium may have all the appli­ 
ances. but the proprietor simply takes your 
money and you go in. 
You begin with the 
large dumb-bells.and ‘try everything,’ and 
next morning you feel as if you never wanted 
to see a gymnasium again. 
Brains are as 
much needed in a properly conducted gym ­ 
nasium as the appliances, and when both are 
furnished, a sick boy or girl can be made 
well and strong. 
We have athletes iu these 
days and they 
develop 
certain muscles 
for 
certain 
purposes. 
WTe 
have 
good sprinters, ‘ m ilers’ and long distance 
walkers. People who read about the Olympic 
games mny think we have 110 men to-day 
who could compete with those who took 
part in those games, but this is uot so—as 
those who now educate their Ixjdies excell 
them. 
When Old Sparta was invaded the 
news had to be sent throughout the country. 
It could not he sent by telegraph, so a fleet, 
tried and trusted courier was dispatched, and 
it has been liauded down through the ages 
that he covered, on foot, the remarkable dis­ 
tance of 149 miles in 48 hours.” 
RECALLING A WALKING MATCH. 
" Little 
Charles 
Rowell, 
in 
Madison 
Square Garden, New-York 
City, in the 
presence of 10,000 people, made 150 miles in 
24 hours. 
Our hearts ordinarily beat 72 
times a minute, hut on examination, at the 
close of a Yale-Harvard boat race, it was 
found that a rower’s heart was beating 150 
limes a minute. 
Should you go to Robert 
Bonner and desire to race a local celebrity in 
horse flesh against - Maud S.. he would say : 
‘ It is impossible. 
She is out of condition.’ 
Going at a racing pace, when out of condi­ 
tion, would he exemplified by a portly Ron­ 
dout citizen, finding lie was late, running to 
catch a train. 
Should he drop down dead in 
the effort it would be called a ‘ visitation of 
Providence,’ but it would be as plain a case 
of suicule as though lie mounted the highest 
church steeple and jumped off. 
This is ig­ 
norance and lack of training of the bodily 
powers.” 


ROWING AND OARSMEN. 
Iii telling of rowing developing only cer­ 
tain portions of the body, the lecturer spoke 
entertainingly of Edward flanlan and Charles 
Courtney. 
lie took two chairs and placed 
them back to hack aud showed a simple trial 
of muscle which Haulan could not accomplish. 
In speaking of the "most widely-known citi­ 
zen of Massachusetts, John L. Sullivan,” the 
lecturer said lie is a man of "striking abil­ 
ity,” and lias been known to make a "marked 
impression” on people lie has met. 
Ilis spe­ 
cial muscular development is in the extensors 
of his arm, aud a blow from him is like unto 
that produced by the rear foot of the 
patient mule. 
"T he 
racing shell Hanlan 
used 
in 
excelling tbe 
oarsmen of the 
world was 30 feet long, three inches deep and 
11J inches wide, and banian could hold it at 
arm ’s length. 
Sullivan could not even sit in 
this boat, to say nothing about rowing, but 
should llanlan meet Sullivan in the ring 
the interview would lie a ‘touching’ one. to 
say the least. 
And then, again, had either 
the rower or boxer attempted to compete with 
Rowell, they would have stood no show 
-against the colossal legs and great propelling 
power of the English pedestrian.” 


DEVELOPMENT OF CERTAIN MUSCLES. 
The speaker paid a tribute to the rowing of 
the W ard Brotheis, of Cornwall, and then 
spoke of their present condition t* illustrate 
the development of certain muscles, and next 
of the people who work in factories aud sit in 
stooped-over positions. 
lie described how 
W est Point instructors straightened the backs 
of the " plebs” by what was termed "grind­ 
ing the shoulder bi-ales.” 
In the German 
arrnv, the new recruit whom the officers desire 
to assume a military carriage,is given a "dude 
collar.” 
The collar is made of a trace strap 
nnd is two inches wide and if it docs not have 
the desired effect, iron spikes are placed in it 
under the chin. 


BUSINESS MEN AND EXERCISE. 
The speaker recited instances where busi­ 
ness men had been benefited bv exercise in 
gymnasiums, saving that when a start is 
made the easiest exercises should he taken up 
first, the same as in beginning the study of 
algebra. 
" Emerson says those faculties are 
marie the most strong that are the most 
used. 
How 
many 
of 
you 
ladies 
present could run a mile properly and suc­ 
cessfully even if you were promised a crisp 
$1,000 dollar note for so doing ? It is some­ 
times said a woman runs just fast enough for 
a man to catch her. 
This can not be true 
for there are 40,000 women in Massachusetts 
that have not been caught.” 
The speaker 
told of a visit to Vassar College, Poughkeep­ 
sie. and said the appliances in the gymnasium 
Riere looked as though Noah might have 
used them in the Ark. 
n o w VASSAR GtKLS RUN. 
The running of the young women there, 
which was done in high-heéled shoes was 
criticised and a proper running sandal was 
described. After telling of the success attain­ 
ed by himself in developing the muscles of a 
class of youDg ladies in the gymnasium of 
the athletic club of which lie was President, 
Mr. W ilkie spoke of the exercises takeo by 
women 
of 
the 
stage, saying that Mrs. 
Langtry walks 10 miles a day, is a most 
skillful fencer, and although 38 years old, 
looks like a young girl of 20. 
He also said 
(hat Queen Victoria walks four miles a day 
and that the Empress of Austria, who has 
the finest physique in the E m pire, is also the 
best horsewoman, though 57 years of age. 
PNEUMONIA AND NEURALGIA. 
A dissertation was given on pneumonia and 
neuralgia, both of which the lecturer said 
could be prevented by proper exercise aDd 
diet. 
"D r. felirady, the 
great specialist, 
has said that the best medicine for dyspep­ 
sia is a prtiper use of tbe legs.” 
In referring 
to men of ancient times, the lecturt r men­ 
tioned Alexander the Great, who, at the age 
of 88, hnd conquered the then known worid 
and sighed because there were no other na­ 
tions to conquer. 
Alexander’s father had not 


only employed the great Aristotle to develop 
the boy’s mind but also to harden his muscles. 
Julius Caesar, who excelled in war, states­ 
manship ana art, was in youth a noted 
athlete. 
The great work John Wesley was 
enabled to do was by having liis muscles 
toughened and keeping them so ” 
EDISON, EBICSOX, GLADSTONE. 
The speaker contrasted the pfeseiit bodily 
conditions of inventors Thomas A. Edison 
and Jolin Ericson. Fdison fit 42 Is a shriveled 
up. nervous mart; Erickson at 85 is a young 
mau iu health and feeling. 
T h e latter spends 
several hours a day in liis private gymnasium. 
In speaking of Gladstone the lecturer said he 
often stops to shoot marbles with boys iu 
the steeets. 
He is a good shot too, and can 
cut down an oak tree four feet in diameter in 
a very short space of time. 
The Eaton play 
ground, where Gladstone gained his victories 
boyish 
sports, 
was 
contrasted 
with the playgrounds 
of 
America. 
In 
speaking of W ashington, who so greatly 
combiner! physical with mental vigor, the 
lecturer stated he was six feet two inches in 
height and weighed 213 pounds. 
Long dis­ 
tance jumpers of the present day have been 
working hard to lower (he record and begin­ 
ning at 17 feet, eight inches, have got it down 
to 22 feet six inches, but have not yet touched 
Washington’s record of 23 feet. 
The best 
critics of physical development who have 
gazed ou the authentic full length portraits 
of 
Washington, 
say 
that from 
hip 
to 
shoulder he was the lx\st built man ever 
known: 
When he was engaged in purveying 
near Fredericksburg, Virginia, at fth age of 
from 17 to 19, he would spend from t wo to 
three hours every evening, after walking all 
day, in wrestling on the greensward of the 
village. 
His competitors were chosen from 
(he seven sous of a man who resided there, 
all of whom were noted throughout the col­ 
onies for their great skill and strength in 
wrestling. 
OUT-OF-DOOR SPORTS. 
The lecturer, iu conclusion, alluded to (lie 
out door sports of the present day, and said 
that the theory advanced by some medical 
men that the ladies should not skate liad been 
exploded.
